No one ever has any trouble finding a parking spot in 
Chicago. Every conversation takes place under the “E’ 
tracks. 

And no matter the time of year or temperature, coats 
are loosely draped around someone’s body, never zipped 
up to the nose hairs, scarf wrapped so tightly around 
one’s neck that there’s a danger of passing out. 

But this isn’t the real Chicago we’re talking about.

Sausage festival

We don’t have the highest standards for brunch 
at a bar. When you’re guzzling beer, watching 
sports and filling your plate from a buffet, gourmet 
isn’t really the goal. But we had higher hopes for 
Wicker Park beer and sausage bar Bangers & Lace. 
A fan of Chef Adam Wendt’s nighttime bar snacks, 
we were anxious to see what sausage-centric eats 
he’d bring to the table for the bar’s new brunch, 
which changes weekly 

About that sausage: The namesake bangers 
make an appearance in the Bangers & Hash ($7), a 
just-enough portion of chopped potatoes, onions 
and bangers with two eggs; order ’em sunnyside-up 
so you can sop up the yolks with a slice of buttery 
griddled flatbread-style toast. 

We can’t stop thinking about: The Benedict ($8). 
We’re always drawn to an eatery’s own twist on this 
brunch classic, and Wendt’s version is one of the 
best we’ve had in a while. There are so many satisfy- 
ing flavors at play: garlicky French sausage, smoky 
shaved bacon and rich tomato-butter sauce atop 
two toothsome hunks of brioche. 

Hangover helper: If you overindulged in the ale 
department the night before, consider the Gravy 
Fries ($6), the bar’s spin on the Canadian classic. 


poutine. It’s exactly what it sounds like: a pile of 
house fries doused with country gravy with a fried 
egg on top for good measure. 

Sweet stuff: Sorry French toast and flapjack fans. 
At present, dishes are all egg- or sausage-based, 
though Wendt tells us he’s working on a sweet-and- 
savory Monte Cristo of sorts to debut soon. 

Day drinking: Look to one of four house bloody 
marys ($8) to cut through the richness of the eggy 
entrees. The simple house bloody showcases B&Ls 
zingy mix with vodka or gin from Madison, Wis.- 
based distillery Death’s Door. For a touch of sweet- 
ness, try the Hawaiian, which adds pineapple juice, 
ground red pepper, vodka and Schlenkerla Rauch- 
bier (a smoky German brew) to the same base. 

Crowd surfing: If you’re used to seeing Bangers 
& Lace in its Saturday-night state, full to the brim 
with designer jeans-clad dudes, it’s a bit of a trip to 
see the place so quiet on a frigid weekend morning. 
We expect to see more tables full as the word gets 
out and the weather warms up. 

Bottom iine: Considering how often we’ve 
shelled out $12 for other brunch dishes as of late, 
the $7 and $8 dishes are a solid value.
